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1 . Claims 8 and 1 4 are objected to because on their respective fourth lines, the 
term "form" should be -from--. Appropriate correction is required. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 7,8,13 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Scott '089, who shows in figures 1 and 5 a cutting device with all of the recited 
limitations including a first cutter (e.g. the oval punch) having a straight section and a 
curved section and 2 nd and 3rd cutters (e.g. the square and rectangular punches) 
having straight edges. While there is no diclosure of cutting a shape like that shown in 
Applicant's drawings, the device is capable of cutting a profile having an apex and is 
capable of employing the cutters in a sequentially overlapping fashion. 

4. Claims 7-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated the 
Examiners home chisel set which surprisingly has all of the recited limitations. 

As seen in the photocopy sent herewith, Examiner's chisel set has one chisel 
that is curved in the middle and has straight ends. Since these chisels are hand-held, 
they are capable of being employed to form and apex and are capable of being 
employed in a sequentially overlapping fashion. 
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Examiner's home workbench is the "support" where these chisels are usually 
used, and the workbench has straight edges and a curved comer that are "substantially 
identical" to the cutting edge of the curved chisel. 

The three chisels are capable of being withdrawn to form a single contiguous 
cutting edge. 

This unusual rejection highlights the fact that Applicant's claims have no 
structural connectivity between the parts. It should be fairly easy to amend the claims 
to distinguish over this rejection, assuming proper support can be found in the original 
disclosure. 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

6. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
